Doug and Mary Beth Coe, both teachers, will 
travel to the other side of the world, giving up 
salaries to help children. 

Doug, who has been a counselor at La Canada 
High School, will continue in the counselor role 
there, working at the Summer Institute of Linguistics 
center at Ukarumpa. Mary Beth, who is a teacher 
in special education for 3- to 5-year-olds at Roose¬ 
velt School in Pasadena, will find a slot in the educa¬ 
tion field where needed. 

Their students will be the children of Wycliffe 
missionaries who are working in the field, “translat¬ 
ing God’s Word,” for those tribes who have never 
been informed of God in their own Imiguages. 

The Coes have been responsible for their own 
expenses and at this point the 700-member Bethany 


Church in Sierra Madre, has indicated its support. 
Also, La Canada School has raised some money for 
the missionaries. 

Doug is the son of Helen Butler who lives in 
the “granny house” behind the Coe home in Sierra 
Madre. When the Coes leave, Michalyn and Tim 
Fenderson (the Coes’ daughter and Helen’s grand¬ 
daughter) will move in to live in the home to be 
near Helen. 

Helen is a former missionary for Wycliffe Bible 
Translators, working with the oral deaf in 1973. She 
was the first special education teacher for Wycliffe. 
She is a former school teacher who also worked in 
Puerto Rico for a Christian radio station. 

Why would a couple with a few years of working 
life left take sabbaticals and leave their jobs to work 
for no salary on the other side of the world? 

“They felt the call. Last February the seed 
was planted when a friend reported that the 200 
high school age youth in New Guinea needed him. 
So after 30 years in the same job he decided to make 


the break. They were in North Carolina for summer 
training for short term people. Their youngest child 
had just graduated from Westmont. All four of 
their children have been in private schools from 
kindergarten through college. When the call came 
they felt they had to go,” Helen described her son 
and daughter-in-law. 

Helen has a daughter and son-in-law, Hal and 
Stephanie Chiasson, living in Sierra Madre. Another 
daughter, Gloria Maye Wiseman, is an X-ray techni¬ 
cian at St. Joseph’s in Santa Ana. Her third 
child, a son, Michael Butler, lives in La Verne and 
heads the math department at Mt. Sac.

Those months were difficult to say the 
least; a low point in my life when living had 
very little meaning for me. During this period 
of time we lost a treasured member of our 
family. Big Kit. He was our Blue Point Siamese 
kitty, a very special fella, dearly loved my me 
for 10 years and by my wife for 18 years as he 
was her kitty first. Mister, as Carrie called 
him, had kept a vigil on my bed all those 
months I was not well enough to be up. 
His passing broke our hearts. This was the 
state of affairs at our house and Christmas 
was only a few days away. —-—_ _ 

One evening Carrie asked me what I wanted 
most for Christmas, thinking she still had 
several shopping days. I didn’t hesitate a mo¬ 
ment, saying to her “for the pain in my leg 
to go away and a little Siamese kitten to hold 
and talk to.” The pain I’m referring to is 
called “phantom pain” where the missing limb 
continues to hurt even though it’s not there. 
Carrie was very sad as she told me she would 
do both if she could but it was impossible. 
She went on to explain that she had us on a 
waiting list for a kitty but had no hope of 
getting one before spring. Our prospects for 
a happy Christmas didn’t look good. Little did 
we know that we had our very own Christmas 
miracle coming. 

Early in the morning, two days later, the 
telephone rang. Carrie picked up and heard 
a very friendly voice at the other end saying, 
“We have a very special girl here ready for a 
home if you want to come and get her.” Well, 
I will swear, Carrie did not even change out 
of her everyday clothing, but was out the door 
on her way with me hardly awake enough to 
understand where she was off to or why. 
About an hour later she was home with a small 
ball of fluff all done up with a big blue bow 
to match the big blue eyes I found looking at 
me as I sat up in bed. It took a few minutes 
for me to understand that the beautiful little 
kitten nestled in the palm of my hand was 
mine; a Christmas gift from two special people 
who had “heard” my request. When Carrie 
did not know where to turn to fulfill my wish 
for Christmas the “Power above” knew. Those 
two people, husband and wife, will be in my 
heart till the end of time for they sent me 
“what the doctor had ordered.” 


I hope you will indulge me a bit for I 
would like to tell you a little about my Koko. 
The story would not be complete without doing 
so. First, let me tell you she is a beautiful 
Lynx Point Siamese, now full grown and weigh¬ 
ing in at about 8 to 10 pounds. The first few 
months I had her she took up Big Kit’s spot on 
my bed. Koko had her breakfast from a small 
dish on the corner of my breakfast tray. When 
I felt strong enough to get up she sat on my 
lap as I wheeled down the hall to the other part 
of the house. When I slept she curled up with 
me and slept too. When she played it seemed 
to be for my entertainment. In short, Koko 
became the very light of my life, always making 
the difficult days easier to handle. I can truth¬ 
fully say I am never bored or lonely with her in 
the house. 

Koko is the busiest cat I have ever known. 
She has never walked a step. Her slow speed is 
a trot but she is usually hell bent for some¬ 
where; always on the go and so full of life you 
just could not express it clearly. When she 
plays with the other kitties in the household, 

I will swear she can jump straight up in the 
air as high as five feet. She never goes around 
or under anything but up over the top. She’s 
also a climber. You never know where you will 
look up and see her. 

Koko is also a pack rat. Things have a way 
of disappearing for days only to turn up again^ 5'; 
A few items have completely vanished.'" We still 
can’t find her hiding places for these items. This 
bundle of energy has her own “toy box” and 
heaven help any other sneaky cat that tries to 
slip one of her toys out of it.

About the 
time I do, Koko is up to something and I for¬ 
get the pain. 

To end my Christmas story 1 must tell you 
that Koko turned out to be only half of our 
Christmas miracle. Five weeks after she came 
to us the same two people gave Carrie her own 
ball of fluff, a male Blue Point Siamese kitten 
that was her heart’s desire.

PCC students produce soap opera

There were so many 
substitutions in the 
cast that I couldn’t keep 
track of them so I am 
reluctant to give names, 
but this is a fine spirited 
company in which anyone 
seems able to do any¬ 
thing. There are a bevy 
of well-trained children 
in the show. I was par¬ 
ticularly struck by the 
expertise of the two 
Polichinelles who pre¬ 
ceded Mother Ginger. 

Well, it’s lovely holi¬ 


day stuff and it only has 
one more weekend to go, 
with matinees on both 
Friday and Saturday. 

But no mention of the 
Music Center in its pre¬ 
sent form is complete 
without speaking of the 
beautiful, amusing and 
unusual fountain that 
springs out of the con¬ 
crete between the theaters. 
It is a perfect work of 
art. 

The best thing about 
the whole complex is that 
it does not, like so much 
modern architecture, 
make the people super¬ 
fluous. To visit the 
Center when there are 
no people to sit on its 
benches, travel its steps, 
hurry to its box offices 
is to see a stage with¬ 
out actors. The Center 
is definitely a people 
place.

In order to help pro¬ 
mote understanding ol 
Japan and its culture in 
the international com¬ 
munity, The Vision, a 
volunteer group of Japa¬ 
nese women who have 
lived in the United States, 
has donated five sets of 
books to the Arcadia 
Unified School District. 

Written in English 
about Japan, Ihe books 
cover such diverse topics 
as gift wrapping, practical 
.lapane.se cooking, “The 
Reader’s Guide to Japa¬ 
nese Literature,” “Japa¬ 
nese Residences and 
Gardens.” and “Inspired 


Flower Arrangements.” 
The list of donated items 
also indicates that the 
collection includes 
cassette tapes and 
fiction. 

According to a local 
representative of The 
Vision, the books have 
been donated to recipro¬ 
cate the kindness and 
assistance that the Japa¬ 
nese received from the 
people of the U.S. who 
made them feel at home. 

The group also believes 
in the need for interna¬ 
tionalization, a goal 
that has become increas¬ 
ingly difficult because of 
“deep-seated economic 


conflict with the U.S., 
and with other nations 
that suffer from a large 
trade deficit with Japan, 
coupled with the intense 
protectionist movement 
of European countries.” 
The Vision goes on to 
report that “this conflict 
may be a product of the 
mistrust that stems from 
a lack of understanding 
of Japan and Japanese 
culture that many nations 
may have.” 

Therefore, the group 
offers books on Japan 
for the purpose of pro¬ 
moting greater under¬ 
standing. 


Moratorium on oak tree 
removal extended by council 


Balloon training at 
Ross Field 

The balloon training 
school, which was located 
in Arcadia during World 
War 1, was called Ross 
Field, named for Lt. Cleo 
Ross, of the U.S. Balloon 
Corps who was killed in 
action in France in 1918. 


A four-month time 
extension of a moratorium 
on the removal of oak 
trees within the city was 
approved by the Arcadia 
City Council last week. 
The extension was neces¬ 
sary as the current mora¬ 
torium would expire be¬ 
fore a new ordinance 
could be adopted, ex¬ 
plained Bill Woolard, 
city planning director. 

It is expected that 
an oak tree preservation 
ordinance will be intro¬ 
duced at the council’s 
first meeting in January 
(Jan. 7) and that it 
would become effective 
after adoption on Feb. 21. 


The council has been 
considering a tree pre¬ 
servation law for some 
months and has trimmed 
its earlier direction to 
include only oak trees. 
At last week’s meeting, 
the council did include 
a provision for approval 
by the architectural review 
boards of homeowners’ 
associations. Councilman 
Robert Harbicht indicated 
that he had a hard time 
finding a link between 
cutting trees and an archi¬ 
tectural design review. 
However, the provision 
passed. 

Three public hearings 
will be offered at the 


Jan. 7 meeting: con¬ 
sideration of an appeal 
of the Planning Commis¬ 
sion approval of a second 
floor addition at 2050 
Vista Ave.; consideration 
of an appeal of the Plan¬ 
ning Commission denial 
for the design of certain 
elements of a front yard 
landscaping project at 
284 Arbolada Dr.; and 
consideration of text 
amendment relating to 
horse racing live and 
via satellite. 

Even though it was not 
an agenda item, the 
council discussed traffic 
signals and asked for 
a staff report on syncro- 
nization.

levels, thete is indication 
that the city would be 
forced to reinstitutc 
the piogiatn. 

I he city currently is 
hroking into a new bill¬ 
ing sysletn which will 
allow eanyovci credits 
if the piogram is to be 
leinstituted. The water 
allotments are based on 
the years 1987-1989. 

Cotiservalion efforts 
that citizens have made 
this year and continue 
to make will not affect 
the amount allotted to 
them should the program 
be reinstiiuted, according 
to lildon Davidson, 


water manager for the 
city. 

Becitusc the drought 
conlituies, certain parts 
of the water eonservation 
piogiatn are still in 
effect. Not allowed are 
hosing down of driveways 
and sidewalks, watering 
of yards between 10 a.m. 
and 4 p.m., watering 
yards in a wasteful man¬ 
ner and serving water 
to customers in re,stautants 
unless requested. 

All water bills will 
continue to show each 
customer’s allocation 
and his overuse or under¬ 
use to- help in monitor¬ 
ing water consumption.
